Also, we need to be aware that 
American Samoa in the southern hemisphere is in the midst of its season. They 
will need our support if threatened. 


The station known as China | has been identified thanks to Lee Wical, 
KH6BZE and Chuck Skolaut, KOBOG, and others. It “has been identified as 
station GAO7 in Walheim, North East China and is part of a HF communication 
network called Global Link used for passing marine traffic of all kinds. The 
frequency chart lists it at 7085 KHz. The IARU Region 1 coordinator has 
notified the German PTT (equivalent to our FCC) and they are looking into it.” 
This information came from Chuck.

Hanukah, and Happy Holidays! Thanks you for your support and comments 
during this last year. I will still be with you for the next few months. However, in 
order to focus on emergency communications better, I will be stepping down as 
the Section Manager.
